WASHINGTON, July 18.—Albert D. 
Lasker, the new Chairman of the United 
States Shipping Board, will go before a 
committee of Congress tomorrow and 
charge incompetency, carelessenss, irre- 
sponsibility and gross inefficiency in the 
conduct of Shipping Board operations. 

This afternoon Mr.

To 
a@ group of newspaper men whom he saw 
after his return from the White House 
Mr. Lasker said the

ker, to learn that the Shipping Board 
used $380,000,000 last year out of the 
public treasury, and that of this amount 
$200,000,000 represented an absolute loss 
in the operation of the fleet. 

The books of the Shipping Board, he 
said, were in a deplorable condition—so 
deplorable that it seemed impossible to } 
straighten them out. Even the $300,- |

Ig SHOT, 3 DYING, MORE HURT 


Warden’s Aid Declares Every 
Effort Was Made to Quell 
Prisoners Before Shooting. 


MEN RIP OUT STEEL CELLS 


40 Per Cent. of Tiers in Main Build- 
Ing Wrecked—Guards, Police and 
Firemen Injured in Fight.

PITTSBURGH, July 18.—The interior of 
the main building of the Western Peni- 
tentiary of Pennsylvania, situated on 
the Ohio River in the Woods Run dis- 
trict, was wrecked, while a dozen 
smaller buildings connected with the in- 
stitution were destroyed by fire, and 
fourteen persons, nine of them convicts, 
were injured this afternoon, in what is 
declared to have been the greatest 
prison riot and attempted prison de- 
livery in the history of the United 
States. 

The nine convicts injured were shot by 
city police, county detectives and prison 
guards, while attempting to fight their 
way to liberty. Three were so seriously 
injured that it was declared their re- 
covery was impossible. 

The others hurt include three city 
police officials and a district fire chief, 
who were injured in the rioting, and a 
city fireman who was seriously burned 
while fighting the flames. 

The buildings destroyed, all within the

1,000 Prisoners Battle with Police. 

Virtually all of the 1,135 prisoners, ex- 
cept the fifty women prisoners, took part 
in the rioting, both inside the main 
building and in the prison yard. The 
|} riot lasted more than two hours and it 
was at least that much longer before 
the firemen had the flames under con- 
trol. Flames leaped fifty feet above the 
high prison wall. 

While 350 city and county police of- 
and the full corps of guards 
battled with the maddened convicts, all 
the firemen from the North Side battled 
| with the flames to keep them from de- 
stroying the main building, where all 
the convicts were confined after they 
had been driven from the prison yard. 

As the flames leaped up from the 
buildings and licked the window frames 
of the cells in which they were penned, 
the prisoners shrieked, cursed, prayed, 
shouted for help, and with frenzied 
strength tore at the bars. 

The rioting and fires broke out sim- 
ultaneously, and, according to the prison 
officials, were part of a plot to empty 
the great institution of its horde of 
criminals.: But for the alertness of the 
guards in refusing to be tricked by a 
ruse, the plan would have succeeded, it 
is declared. 

The first squad of almost 500 prison- 
ers, just after the noon hour, had had 
their meal served in the dining hal and 
had been returned to their cells, and tha 
second squad, numbering about 650, 
were in the dining room, when two of 
the prisoners started a fight. 

Dishes, chairs, tables and other mis- 
were sent whirling through the 
air. A sudden rush was made for, the 
guards, who retreated to the prison 
walls and covered the crowd with their 
rifles. 

Simultaneously with the rioting, 
broke out in the weaving shop, 
broom shop, shoe shop, chapel and 
kitchen.

Lusk Accepted Flowers, Cigars 
And a Billfold From Detectives 


And the Billfold Was Empty, Senator Tells Meyer Committee— 
But His Wife Got Silverware and His Daughter a 
Trip to Coney Island. 


Senator Clayton R. Lusk, majority 
leader in the State Senate, testified last 
night at a public hearing before a sub- 
committee of the Meyer Legislative In- 
vestigating Committee—the first open 
hearing that. has been held—that he had 
not received any money nor had any 
been offered him for his sponsorship of 
the bill to create a permanent tenure of 
office for detectives and to increase their 
salaries. After the passage of the bill, 
he said, he received the following pres- 
ents from grateful detectives: 

Two boxes of cigars, a basket of flow- 
ers, a dinner, a bill fold (empty) and 
possibly a fountain pen. 

In addition, Senator Lusk testified, 
grateful detectives took his daughter on 
a trip to Coney Island and presented a 
set of silverware to Mrs. Lusk. Senator 
Lusk was not asked as to the value of 
the silver. 

Senator Lusk was asked if he had dis- 
cussed the bill with J. Henry Walters 
of Syracuse, his predecessor as majority 
Senate leader, who, it has been said, 
was retained as counsel for the Detec- 
tives’ Endowment Association. He re- 
plied that he could not recall that he 
had. 

Senator Lusk also testified that his 
regard for Detective Sergeants James J. 
Gegan and Cornelius Brown, who had 
been of great assistance to the Joint 
Legislative Committee to Investigate 
Seditious Activities in the State of ,New 
York, of which he was Chaingan,. led 
him, although a resident of Cortland, to 
become interested in a purely New York 
City matter, after hé had become con- 
vinced of the merits of the bill. Senator 
Lusk said that Archibald E. Stevenson, 
of counsel to the committee, had also 
asked him to support the bill. 


Asked Permission to Testify. 


It was brought out by 
Assemblyman Charles D. Donohue, the 
cnly Democratic member present, that 
Senator Lusk had asked for the oppor- 
tunity to testify at a public hearing of 
the committee, of which he is a mem- 
per. Senator Lusk testified that he had 
called upon Commissioner of Accounts 
David Hirshfield during the afternoon 
and had arranged to appear before him 
Wednesday forenoon at 11 o’clock 
According to the information obtained 
by Commissioner Hirshfield the bill, if 
it had been approved by Mayor Hylan 
after its the Legislature, 
would have cost the city approximately 
700,000 a year. 

Senator Lusk was corroborated by Mr. 
Stevenson and Detective Sergeant Gegan 
to the circumstances which 
Senator Lusk to support the bill and 
stand as its sponsor after its original 
introducer, Senator C. Ernest Smith of 
Richmond County, had abandoned the 
measure and said he did not wish to 
have it reported out of committee. 

Detective Sergeant Gegan said that he 
learned after the passage of the bill in 
the Senate, and while it was still in 
committée in the Assembly, that Detec- 
tive Devanney was talking of using 
money to pass the bill. Gegan said he 
told Devanney that, if the latter did 
anything more along that line, he would 
arrest him and report him to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of Albany County, and 
that he repeated this threat to Detec- 
tive Conklin, another detective, and 
John E. Kleist, a lobbyist, said to have 
received $10,000 from members of the 
Detectives’ Endowment association to 
put the bill through.

Reported Incident to Lusk. 

Gegan said he reported the incident to 
Senator Lusk and took back word from 
him to Devanney, Conklin and Kleist to 
leave Albany immediately or they would 
be reported to the Albany District At- 
torney. 

Gegan testified that he did not believe 
that money had been used to push the 
bill at Albany, but that Devanney and 
Conklin were attempting a swindle to 
enrich themselves by defrauding their 
brother officers. 

Senator Lusk’s declaration concerning 
gifts he had received from detectives 
after the passage of the bill came at 
the end of his testimony. ‘I think 
there is something I ought to say,’’ he 
said to Senator Schuyler M. Meyer, 
Chairman of the committee. 

‘“‘I was never given or offered any 
consideration for supporting this legis- 
lation. There was never any such sug- 
Zestion. Since the passage of the bill 
detectives have made me certain pres- 
ents. If the committee wishes, I would 
be glad to tell what they were.”’ 

“By all. means,’”’ said Leonard M. 
Wallstein of counsel to the committee, 
who was conducting the examination. 

‘““There were two boxes of cigars,’’ 
said Senator Lusk, with an air of try- 
ing to remember all une gifts, ‘‘ a basket 
of flowers, a dinner and a bill-folding 
book.”’ 

“‘ Empty? ’”’ interjected Mr. Walstein. 

“Yes, empty,” replied Senator Lusk, 
who continued: . 

“Then there may have been a foun- 
tain pen. I don’t recall whether they 


gave me one or not. There was some 
talk about it. 

‘‘ Detectives took my daughter on a 
trip to Coney Island. They also gave 
Mrs. Lusk some silverware. None of 
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those gifts were discussed before the 
passage of the bill and didn’t in any 
way influence my atTfitude on the legis- 
lation.’’ 

Frank A. Lord, former Deputy Po- 
lice Commissiner and now one of the 
committee’s counsel, who was apparent- 
ly at the dinner, brought out that Sena- 
tor Lusk was only one of several guests 
and that the empty billfold he received 
was merely a souvenir. 

The rest of Senator Lusk’s testimony 
was practically identical with a pre- 
pared statement, which he made public 
before going on the stand. The state- 
ment follows: 

““I became interested in the legisla- 
tion affecting the Detective Bureau 
through Detective Sergeants Gegan and 
Brown of the Bomb Squad. My regard 
for Sergeants Gegan and Brown arose 
out of the ‘efficient, conscientious and 
able services which they rendered in 
connection with the work of the Com- 
mittee Investigating Seditious Activities, 
of which I was Chairman. 


‘““I gave my support to this measure 
because, after investigation, I believed 
it to be meritorious. The bill gave 
members of the Detective Bureau per- 
manent tenure in office after five years 
of service in that bureau. This system, 
I understood, had made for efficiency 
in London, Paris and other cities. The 
measure made a special appeal to me 
because, under the present law, a de- 
tective who in the line of his duties ‘dis- 
pleases a local politician, is liable to 
be arbitrarily returned to the uniformed 
force, losing the standing which he had 
earned by years of meritorious service. 

“The bill also gave increased pay, 
which I understood put the Detective 
Bureau on substantially the same basis 
as the uniformed force, and corrected 
an injustice of long standing. 

“Sergeants Gegan and Brown came to 
my office in the Senate some time the 
last of March or fore part of April. 
There were two or three other detectives 
with them, whom they introduced. I 
did not retain their names or discuss 
the matter with them at any time. I 
do not recall ever seeing these other 
detectives again. 

Promised His Assistance. 


“A. KE. Stevenson, counsel for the 
Lusk Committee, had already spoken 
to me about the need of this proposed 
legislation. After going over the matter 
at length with Sergeants Gegan and 
brown, | told them that 1 would do what 
1 could to assist them. They asked me 
aut that time, or soon after, to help them 
get Senator Smith's bill out of the Sen- 
ate’s City Committee. I went with them 
to. that committee and stated to the 
Chairman, Senaor Mullen, ethat I 
thought the bill a meritorious one and 
asked him to, report it out. He said 


that there was opposition to the bill 
and that Senator Smith did not wish 


it reported out. 

“I. understedd that the opposition 
came trom representatives of the uni- 
formed force. It did not, in my judg- 
ment, go to the merits of the measure. 
I then requested Senator Mullen to re- 
port it out as a committee bill. He 
stated that tnis would require reprint- 
ing and that it was so late in the ses- 
sion that it should be handled in the 
name of an individual Senator to save 
time. I told him that I had no ob- 
jection to sponsoring the bill, which I 
did. It passed the Senate on a short 
rolicall. 

“Some time after the bill was in- 
troduced and either before or after it 
passed the Senate—I do not recall just 
when—Sergeants Gegan and Brown came 
to my office In the Senate and stated 
that two detectives were talking of rais- 
ing money to promote such legislation. 
They told me that they had informed 
these detectives that if any money was 
used in any way they would ask me to 
kill) the bill, and that they had re- 
quested the other detectives to leave 
the Capitol. 

“It was at that time agreed to be- 
tween Sergeants Gegan and Brown and 
myself that they would take a word to 
these other detectives trom me that 
they should get out of Albany at once; 
also that Sergeants Gegan and Brown 
~would investigate the matter, and if 
they could find any evidence of any 
money having been used in any way to 
further this legislation that they would 
report the matter to the District At- 
torney of Albany County and to my- 
self at once. I never heard anything 
further about any money being raised 
or used in connection with this legis- 
jation until about two weeks ago. 


Saw Speaker in Behalf of Bill. 


“ After the bill had passed the Senate 
and wag in the Rules Committee in the 
Assembly, Sergeant Gegan met me in 
the hall of the Capitol and stated that 
he did not know whether it would be 
reported out.

Flames From Linden,N.J., Rush

Staten Island. 


ASPHALTWORKS DESTROYED 


Five Acres of Warner-Quinlan 
Grounds a Seething Mass 
as 34 Tanks Explode. 


THOUSANDS SEE SPECTACLE 


Idie Shipping Board Vessels at 
Chelsea Get Up Steam for Flight 
to Sea as Fire Spreads. 


Fire, starting with an explosion in an 
overheated still at 1:54 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon had done $1,000,000 dam- 
age to the Warner-Quinlan asphalt 
plant in Linden, N. J., by last midnight. 
At that hour with five acres of meadow 
land swimming in burning oil and as- 
phalt which was tumbling into Staten 
Island Sound, the plant was doomed 
and the City of New York and the 
United States Shipping Board were ex- 
erting heroic efforts to prevent the 
flaming sea from spreading to forty of 
the bdoard’s vessels moored at Chelsea, 
Staten Island, across the Sound. 

At 2:15 o’clock this morning a series 
of explosions among gasoline tanks 
which for a time had withstood the on- 
slaught of the ever hotter blaze hurled 
billows of flaming gasoline into the 
Rahway River, and the danger of the 
fire sweeping across to the big plant of 
the Grasselli Chemical Company on the 
opposite shore was heightened. At the 
same time the costly new plant of the 
Sinclair Consolidated Oil Company ad- 
joining the Warner-Quinlan plant, which 
for a time had seemed safe, again was 
endangered. 


Menace Nearer Staten Island. 


The renewed explosions following a 
great blast at midnight brought the 
menace even nearer to Staten Island. 
Flaming embers were showering out of 
the dense black clouds that had ‘drifted 
across the Sound, the tide had turned 
and was flooding in so that if the burn- 
ing oil should get well ‘started again 
there would be no stopping it, and the 
wind had stiffened and was blowing 
straight across the Sound, 

It was just at that hour that a re- 
porter for Tiik New York TIMeEs, tele- 
phoning from CheYsea a bulletin of the 
latest developments, was obliged to dis- 
connect after a rapid explanation that 


to commuincte with the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

When communication was _ re-estab- 
lished at 3:35 this morning the reporter 
explained that women had become so 
nearly hysterical with fright they had 
made renewed appeals for fire appara- 
tus to be deployed along the waterfront 
in the event it should be needed. De- 
puty Chief William J. Beggin, however, 
had assumed personal command of the 
situation, taking his station on the fire- 
boat William J. Gaynor, and had given 
orders that no engines were to leave 
their houses until he gave the word un- 
less actual flames were discovered. 

At the hour mentioned, the situation 
had not changed materially, though the 
fire, sweeping further back toward the 
Rahway River section of the plant and 
consuming everything in its progress, 
seemed to hold out less direct threat 
for the Staten Island shore. 

At midnight one of twelve tanks ‘of 
gasoline, which hitherto had escaped the 
flames because they stood across a 
railroad spur from the rest of the 
plant, was attacked. One exploded 
with a roar that was heard miles 
away, and a veritable tiday wave 
of gasoline rushed into the Sound. 
Borne northwest by a brisk wind, it 
rolied past all barriers, and thrust it- 
self upon Prall’s Island, where, for a 
time, its course was checked, but the 
danger was more intense, and it was 
feared that if the rest’ of the gasoline 
tanks should go there could be no stem- 
ming the sea of fire before it reached 
Staten Island. 

Burning Flood Covers Water. 


As the towering tank burst, a burning 
flood four or five feet high, catapulted 
by the expanding gas behind it, was shot 
into the water and went swirling toward 
the island. Part of it fetched up harm- 
lessly against the Pralls Island shore, 
but one big sheet missed the land and 
seemed to travel faster and faster as it 
rushed toward the alarmed watchers on 
the Staten Island shore. The wind was 
against it. The tide was against it, 
but, flaming ever higher, it rushed for 
the land while helpless men looked on. 

For a moment it was caught in a 
whirl of the ebbing tide and shunted 
off toward open water, but, as though 
it were a live thing struggling against 
wind and wave, it forced itself onward 
once more, bubbling and popping and 
leaping as the strange fire dance went 
on. 

On a point jutting well into the 
water at Chelscea stands the home of 
William C. Decker. Mr. Decker and 
his family watched anxiously as the 
burning sea worked its way ever nearer 
to their home. Time and again it 
seemed as if wind and time would win 
and the thousand-foot expanse of flame 
be stayed, but then the flaming sea, as 
if it had found new momentum within 
itself, would flow nearer. It was but 
500 feet from the house, then three hun- 
dred, a hundred, fifty. 

Tide Turns as Fire Laps Shore. 


The watchers gave up hope, but just 
as lean tongues of fire were lapping at 
the brush almost at the land’s edge

DEFEATED IN HOUSE 


Harding’s View Carries, 196 to 
86, After Fordney Reads Let- 
ter Asking Change in Bill. 


15 PER CENT. TAX ON COTTON 


President's Victory Is Taken to 
Forecast Action by Him for 
Taxation Revision First.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—President 
Harding won another victory over the 
disorganized House leadership today 
when the House acceded to his demands 
and rejected, by a vote of 196 to 86, the 
tax on oil in the pending tariff bill. 
This was the first defeat sustained by 
the Ways and Means Committee, which 
prepared the bill, but the President had 
his way so easily that it was freely pre- 
dicted that Congress would readily fol- 
low him if he should advise the shelv- 
ing of tariff revision until the war laws 
had been amended and the _ taxation 
burden lifted. 

Opposition to the President's position 
was merely perfunctory. While Repre- 
sentative Fordney and nearly half of 
the members of the Ways and Means 
Committee declined to modify their 
views and follow the President the 
leading Republicans in the House, in- 
cluding Speaker Gillett and Floor Lead- 
er Mondell, aligned themselvés with the 
President. It was a clean victory for 
the President and another evidence of 
the desire on the part of the House Re- 
publicans to have the Chief Executive 
for party direc- 
tion and save them from the criticism 
which has been heaped upon the tariff 
bill. 


Harding to Name Tax Revision. 


It became known,today that the Presi- 
dent, through Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon, will inform the Ways and 
Means Committee of the desirability of 
amending the tax laws in a way agree- 
able to the President. 
has already 
it has not yet been sent to the com- 
mittee, it is understood that, among 
other things, it suggests that the ex- 
cess profits taxes be repealed and the 
income surtaxes be reduced to 42 per 
cent. 

After the President’s views had pre- 
vailed so decidedly in today’s contest, 
it is generally believed that the Repub- 
licans will follow his suggestions as to 
taxation and report a bill which will 
meet with the complete approval of the 
President. After the tariff bill has 
passed the House the President, it is 
authoritatively reported, will address 
the Senate and ask it to consider taxa- 
tion revision ahead of final action upon 
the tariff bill. 

There was no doubt at any time to- 
day as to the outcome of the contest 
between the views by Representative 
Fordney and those of President Har- 
ding. Members of the Ways and Means 
Committee were among the first to rush 
to the banner of the President, and

LONDON, July 18.—‘‘ It is just as hoe 
as New York,” «said Eamon de Valera 
as he came away from a conference 
with Premier Lloyd George at 10 Down- 
ing Street today. 

That was all he would say, but a 
formal statement was issued officially 
to the effect that the conversations had 
been continued and would be resumed 
on Thursday. 

A flood of light was, however, thrown 
on the whole situation by a statement, 
issued by Sir James Craig, who with his 
colleagues, had arrived at Downing 
Street just before de Valera left at 6 
o'clock. De Valera and-Craig were in 
No. 10 together for some minutes, but 
they did not meet or see one another. 

Sir James and his colleagues returned 
to Belfast tonight. Before leaving Lon- 
don Craig said: 

‘“‘I am returning home well satisfied 
with the efforts being made toward 
peace. Mr. de Valera has broken his 
silence and cleared the ground by the 
statement in this morning’s press that 
he proposes to found his claims upon 
recognition of the right of ‘ self-deter- 
mination.’ By an overwhelming niajor~ 
ity at our recent election, the constitue 
tional method of expressing ‘ self-deter=- 
mination,’ the people of Northern Iree 
land have ‘ determined’ their own Pam 
liament; which was opened by His Grace 
ious Majesty in person, ; 

Ulster Claims Recognized, 


‘‘Mr. de Valera and hijs colleagues 
have already admitted the right of self 
determination on the part of Northern 
Ireland by the fact that they themselves 
stood as candidates for the -Northern 
Parliament and submitted their policy 
of no partition. This was the only 
issue placed before the electorate and 
no partition was rejected by the largest 
majority which, so far as I am aware, 
ever has been returned at a general 
election in any party of the world, 

‘Such being the true facts, it now 
merely remains for Mr. de Valera and 
the British people to come to terms re- 
garding the area outside of that of 
which I am Prime Minister. The people 
of Northern Ireland on behalf of whom 
I speak, while claiming in the most 
| absolute way possible, as,has been done 
their own fate, do not 
‘make any claim whatever to ‘ deter- 
mine’ the terms of settlement which 
Great Britain shall make with Southerg 
Ireland. When this is accomplished I 
can promise cordial co-operation on 
equal terms with Southern Ireland in 
any matter affecting our common in- 
terests. 

“Having reached the present stage I 
go back to Ireland to carry on the 
practical work of the Government, I 
feel that our interests are ably repre- 
sented in the Imperial Parliament and, 
of course, our services are available at 
any moment.”’ 

It is obvious from Craig’s statement 
that no common ground has been dig- 
covered which would permit of a meete 
ing between representatives of North 
and South Ireland or of a full confer- 
ence in which the British Government 
could join them, De Valera wants what 
Craig will not concede. 

Although it is understood that Lloyd 
George has not yet abandoned hope of 
reaching a common ground and is far

Hopes of Settlement Lowered, 


LONDON, July 15 (Associated Press). 
Sir James Craig's statement, which was 
given out tonight in the form of an in- 
terview, has put rather a damper on 
the hopeful spirit surrounding the Irish 
negotiations. 

‘Though it had been thought possible 
from the first that Ulster might adopt 
such an attitude, this sudden dashing of 
hopes that a peace conference would be 
assembled as an outcome of the sepa- 
rate negotiations of the Prime Minister 
with de Valera and Craig comes som@e 
what as a shock to the public.

They have been extremely 
cirmuspect in commenting on the sit- 
uation and have admitted that Japan 
was perfectly within her rights in seek- 
ing to ascertain what limitations would 
be placed upon the werk to be under- 
taken by the international gathering. 
Such criticism as has been passed has 
come from the feeling that Japan made 
a mistake in accepting only part of the 
invitation of the United States—-that re- 
lating to a discussion of tke reduction 
of armaments—and postponing accept- 
ance of the invitation to join a confer- 
ence on questions Felating to the Pacific 
and the Far East. 

lt was felt by unofficial observers in 
Washington that Japan would have done 
better to have postponed acceptance of 
any part of the invitation until she had 
fully made up her mind what course to 
follow with reference to the invitation 
as a whole. 

The evident wish of the Administra- 
tion is to have the conference meet in 
an atmosphere favorable to every nation 
participating. It deprecates any effort 
to have Japan placed in an unfavorable 
light. The whole purpose of the con- 
ference, it is declared, is to remove 
those causes which might ultimately 
lead to war. 

In large measure, the Washington 
gathering is to be another conference 
to keep peace in the world. It will have 
the advantage of the’ experience of mis- 
takes born of the Peace Conference at 
Paris, and nothing has yet appeared to 
indicate or even suggest that the United 
States Government intends to take any 
course that will work to its own ad- 
vantage which is not to the advantage 
of all the other nations concerned. 

Press despatches from Tokio intimate 
a suspicion on the part of the Japanese 
that the conference is designed to bring 
about an Anglo-Saxon domination of the 
world. That was one of the accusations 
raised in Paris, mainly by those in sym- 
| pathy with the ambitions and aspirations 
of some of the smaller nationalities. Co- 
incident with the utterance of this im- 
plied charge Stephan Lausanne, editor of 
the Paris Matin, attacks Mr. Lloyd 
George and makes a strong plea that 
France stand shoulder to shoulder with 
America in the conference in opposition 
to the designs of the British Prime 
Minister. 

What impression suggestions such as 
this have had upon President Harding

According to tne Soviet publication, 
Economic Life, this system of permitted 
barter -has visibly increased the effi- 
ciency of the workers, resulting in in- 
creased production, for the more they 
work the more bartered goods they indi- 
vidually receive in the distribution. 
Many factories have adopted collective 
bartering and co-operative feeding. In- 
crease of effictency is reported in the 
industries by many governmental de- 
partments. In some cases there is 1,000 
per cent. increase in working efficiency 
under the new system.

A typical illustration: The Association 
Engine and Machinery W orks, 
‘*Gomsa,’’ swaps its machine products, 
particularly agricultural machinery, 
with the Central Co-operative Society 
for the latter’s food. The barter con- 
tract calls for 200,000 gold rubles worth 
of machinery in return for 100 carloads 
of grain, 1,000 poods of fat, meat, vege- 
tables and other commodities to the 
value of 200,000 gold rubles.

This 
question, however, is one which Con- 
gress will have to decide. For the 
United States to act as host would re- 
quire a good sized appropriation. 

Officials admitted that the question of 
providing atcommodations for those who 
would be attracted to this already over- 
crowded city as a result of the confer- 
ence was serious. In addition to the 
delegations of the participating powers 
there will be, more than likely, repre- 
sentatives from most of the other na- 
tlons of the world, and many representa- 
tives of the foreign press are expected.

from Langley Field sank the ex-Ger- 
man cruiser Frankfurt by aerial bomb 
attack at sea sixty miles east of the 
Virginia Capes. 

After a series of bombing attacks by 
Mavy, army and Marine Corps flyers 
which lasted all day the army brought 
the operations to a sensational finish 
when a squadron of its bombers 50 
wrecked the Frankfurt with three 
bombs that she was battered and sink- 
ing within ten minutes after they be- 
gan their attack. 

The bombs which did the work 
weighed 600 pounds each and were load- 
ed with powerful charges of TNT. The 
attack was divided into two phases, dur- 
ing the first of which six attacks were 
made by army, navy and Marine Corps 
planes which used lighter bombs, weigh- 
ing from 250 to 300 pounds each. The 
assault with these lighter bombs lasted 
from 9:30 o’clock this morning until 1:56 
o'clock this afternoon, and after several 
visits to the target vessel the official 
board of observers reported that, while 
severe damage had been done to the 
deck and upper works of the Frankfurt, 
the hull seemed intact. No water was 
entering it, and up to the very edge of 
the attack by the army and navy Martin 
bombers, with 600 pound bombs, it was 
the belief of members of the board that 
it would be useless to go ahead with the 
test of the aircraft attacks. Plans were 
being made in the assembled fleet for 
the destruction of the Frankfurt by 
gunfire attack by destroyers or by time 
bombs to be placed on board the target 
ship by a wrecking party from the 
battleship North Dakota. 

It was at this juncture, while members

Lawson’s Army Bombers Come Up. 


Messages, in fact, had gone forward 
from the air flagship Shawmut, which 
carried the official board, directing the 
army bombers not to come to the target 
area at sea, ninety-seven miles from the 
army air base, at Langley Field, but to 
@wait orders before proceeding. This 
message was sent a little before 3 
o'clock, but was countermanded later, 
and the heavy army Mariin bombers in 


Captain Lawson’s squadron were per- 
mitted to proceed. 

The Seventh Division of three navy 
Martins, carrying bombs weighing 520 
pounds each, had just dropped ten of 
them and scored two hits at 3 o’clock 
without putting the Frankfurt in a sink- 
ing condition. At that hour Captain 
Lawson’s squadron of six Martin bomb- 
ers, loaded with the 600-pound bombs, 
was en route from Langley Field to sea, 
and the ‘gallery ’’ of battleships, de- 
stroyers and naval vessels, their decks 
lined with officers and thousands of 
enl men in white uniform, was 
‘waiting for the next move in the game.

Lawson Impatient to Attack.

They dropped 
twelve of the 250-pound bombs and 
scored their first and only direst hit 
9:19 o’clock, with one bomb in a salvo 
of four. This bomb struck abaft the 
Frankfurt’s foremast. 

The second attack was made by a di- 
vision of two army Martin bombers, 
Nos. 14 and 17, piloted by Lieutenants 
Meyers and Morris. The leading plane 
of the two began by dropping two 300- 
pound bombs, one of which almost 
scored a direct hit on the forecastle 
deck near the forecastle gun. This was 
the nearest this division came to a direct 
hit, but the bomb fell in the water.

Tne sixth attack, beginning at 
o’clock, was made by a division of 
three light army Martin bombers, pi- 
loted by Lieutenants Crocker, Graydeal 
and Monahan, dropping a dozen 300- 
pound bombs. This division dropped 
bombs which exploded in the water 
close to the cruiser, but scored no di- 
rect hits.

Big Bombers Get Busy. 


This ended the first phase with lighter 
bombs and at 2:28 o’clock the second 
phase opened with the heavy bombing. 
The first attack in this phase was made 
by three navy planes of the Seventh 
Division of heavy navy bombers, com- 
manded by Lieut. Commander Hartlett. 
The plane ahead, commanded by Lieut. 
Commander Harola Bartlett, made a 
great shot with its first 500-pound bonib. 
This bomb landed between the first and 
second smokestacks of the _ cruiser, 
burst with a large show of flame, and 
is the hit that tore up the deck of the 
target near these stacks, 

At 3 o’clock this same division dropped 
three more bombs, in a salvo, one of 
which made a good hit aft the main- 
mast.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 18.—Walter 
D. Meals of Cleveland, lawyer and for- 
mer Judge of the Court of Appeals, is 
scheduled for appointment by President 


Harding to head a special court of three

The raiders were headed by Sergeant 
Hirsch Byk and County Detective Fer- 
dinand Miller. Ten State troopers and 
five county detectives took part in the 
| raid. 





The first place visited was Krug’s 
Hotel on the Jericho Turnpike, Mineola, 
where it was alleged thirty-five bottles 
of liquors were found. Frank T. Krug, 
proprietor of the hotel, who at one time 
was Presfdent of Mineola Village, was 
arrested. He was later released on 
$1,000 bail by Justice of the Peace 
Frank P. Seaman, to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. 

The troopers and detectives next de- 
scended on the Flora Park Inn at Floral 
Park. The only contraband found here 
was a partly filled bottle of liquor, it 
was said, but it was enough to result 
in the arrest of William Muller, de- 
scribed as the proprietor of the inn. He 
was held by Justice of the Peace James 
Foster in $500 bail for examination on 
Wednesday. 

At the Morrison House, Roslyn, the 
raiders said they found a quantity of 
home brew beer in a woodshed. Jus- 
tice of the Peace Arthur Jones at Port 
Washington, held Charles Bloden, the 
alleged . proprietor of the Morrison 
House, in $1,000 bail to await the action 
of the Grand Jury. The Morrison House 
catered to a wealthy clientele, it was 
said. 

The largest amount of liquor seized, 
the raiders said, was at the Holley 
Arms at Hewlett, which was visited 
about 2 o’clock Sunday morning, when 
the gayety was atits height. Here they 
said they uncovered in various parts of 
the place 165 bottles of liquor. John 
Roberts, who it was said ran the Arms, 
was arrested. Justice of the Peace 
Raisig fixed bail at $500 pending ex- 
amination on July 27. 

Charles Hartman, a janitor,' of 528 
West lilth Street, who was convicted 
last week in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court of violating the Mullan- 
Gage act, was fined $200 yesterday by 
Justice Henry V. Borst. Detectives tes- 
tified that they had found a distilling 
plant in Hartman’s home. 

Justice Borst fined Moe Sugarman, a 
drug clerk, of 2,456 Seventh Avenue, 
$500. Thomas Rohan of 581 Amsterdam 
Avenue and Adam Belz of 1,574 First 
Avenue were each fined $100. All three 
were convicted under the State law. 

Justice Borst yesterday ordered the re- 
turn to owners of a large quantity of 
wine in the possession of the property 
clerk at Police Headquarters. The liquor 
| had been seized in police raids. Lucian 
| Ardin of 121 West Twenty-sixth Street is 
| to get back 277 barrels, 211 cases, 494 
| bottles and 31 demijohns of wine seized 
| in April. Ardin showed through counsel 
that he kept the wine for his own use 
and had Federal permits to do so. 

Two barrels and fourteen ttles of 
wine, in addition to a crushing machine, 
were ordered returned to Fernando Gar- 
bani of 234 West Forty-ninth Street. 
This seizure was made on July 7. Gar- 
gani said the wine had been made for 
his own use.

“As the men were being marched to | 
their cells many of them broke ranks 
section of the penitentiary and hid on 
the tops of the cells and alcoves. While 
there the prisoners loosened bricks, steel 
bars and beams and chains and hurled 
them at the guards and police. Many 
of the missiles struck the men. 

‘Unable to see the prisoners from 
where theypolice and guards were sta- 
tioned, the latter were compelled to 
climb to the fifth tier and open fire at 
the convicts. 

‘““A great deal of shooting occurred, 
and the prisoners, realizing that it would 
be useless to combat the armed guards 
and police, began to surrender. 

‘We made every effort to control the 
situation without killing, and tried in 
every way possible to quell the disorder 
with as little bloodshed as possible.” . 

it was said that for some time the 
convicts have expressed dissatisfaction 
with the Warden. Indicative of this 
was an incident of the rioting today. 
After the convicts had been herded back 
into their cells and the menace of the 
flames reaching them had lessened, a 
chant was started which was taken up 
and shouted from one end of the peni- 
tentiary to the other. 

‘““We want anew Warden, we want a 
new Warden,” droned the prisoners in 
unison, their voices ever growing louder } 
until the words were fairly shouted.

SILENT ON AFFAIRS 


Former British Envoy Says He 
Won’t Discuss World Prob- 
lems During Stay. 


WILL CALL ON HARDING 


Viscount Also to Deliver Address 
Before Institute of Politics at 
Williams College. 


Viscount James Bryce, former British 
Ambassador to the United States and a 
keen student of American affairs, ar- 
rived yesterday from England on the 
White Star liner Celtic, accompanied by 
Viscountess Bryce. The author of ‘‘ The 
American Commonwealth ’’ appeared 
hale and hearty and seemed to carry 
his 83 years lightly as he stepped down 
the gangway to the pier. His hair and 
beard were silver white, but his eyes 
were keen and bright and his cheeks 
had the ruddy tan which the golf-loving 
Viscount had acquired upon his native 
moors. He had to go through the te- 
dious cross-examination that all aliens 
must pass under the new law from 
Washington, but the inspectors put him 
through as quickly as possible. 4 

When asked about his plans Viscount 
Bryce replied: ‘' Before leaving Eng- 
land I decided not to give out any in- 
terviews on public affairs because I con- 
sidered that it would be bad taste on 
my part. I have nothing to do with 
the disarmament conference and have 
been out of touch with the British For- 
eign Office. 1 am here solely in a 
private and an unofficial capacity. 

‘‘I have come here,’’ the former Am- 
bassador continued, ‘‘ to visit many of 
my old friends and to attend the ses- 
sion of the Institute of Politics which 
opens at Williams College on July 29, 
and to deliver an address there on the 
subject of ‘ International Relations of 
Old World States.’ ”’ 

‘‘What are your plans afterward?”’ 
he was asked. 

‘“‘T have not settled anything definite- 
ly, but probably shall return to England 
in September. I, of course, will go to |

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—A ‘‘ mob” 
composed of about 500 policemen and | 
others, who have volunteered their serv- 
ices, will be mowed down in a test of 
a powerful but not deadly gas at Can- 
non Ball Farm, below Penrose Ferry 
Liridge, tomorrow afternoon. This new 
gas, the latest aid to effective police 
work—so described by Superintendent of 
Police Mills—in scattering mobs and foil- 
nig bank hold up gangs, is the discovery 
of a former Regular Army gas expert, 
now on the reserve list. 

Army -physicians who have observed 
tests of the new gas declare that, while 
victims are rendered helpless for a 
period of less than half an hour, no 
ill effects are experienced afterward. 

Superintendent Mills, who has talked 
with the discoverer of the new gas and 
has made arrangements for a test, be- 
lieves it will be of practical aid in po- 
lice work. The gas, easily released from | 
a2 small container, covers an area of | 
about thirty-five yards. All who inhale | 
the fumes in this space are rendered 
helpless for a short period. 
The Superintendent pointed 
with the aid of this mew discovery, 
mobs would never be able to. get 
started.

RUN DOWN A TIGER} AND LOSES T0 CUBS 


Ruth, at Wheel, Drives Thirty- 
Sixth Homer, Not Through, but 
Over, Fence—Score Is 10 to 1.

DETROIT, July 18.—Tyrus Raymond 
Cobb’s baby Bengalis rolled over and 
played dead again for the Yankees this 
afternoon and the New Yorkers steamed 
hrough to a 10-1 victory, the third 
straight in the series that is being pre- 
sented at Navin Field. The athletes of 
Miller Huggins were at their very best 
today, which means. that 
doubles, triples and home runs were 
streaming over the local greensward 
and coming back in the form of runs. 

Among the two who contributed home 
runs to the occasion—the other party 
was lanky Wally Pipp—was George Her- 
man Ruth, who plunked his thirty-sixth 
over the corner of the centre field fence 
in the eighth inning and thus reached 
another landmark in his steady: march to 
a new record. The battering infant is 
now two-thirds along the path to tying 
his last year’s mark of fifty-four homers, 
and he.will equal that memorable per- 
formance by the simple expedient of 
making, during the remainder of the 
season, half as many circuit drives as 
he has compiled thus far. 

According to the wielders of the local 
measuring stick, Ruth’s homer today 
was his longest of the season. The De- 
troit statisticians aver that it is 560 feet 
from the plate to the point where the 
ball soared out of sight over the centre 
field barrier, and they brought out the 
old surveying rod and sextant to prove 
the contention. On top of this they 
point out that Ruth’s celebrated drive 
into the centre field bleachers at the 
Polo Grounds—the second of the pair 
driven to that sector by the Babe— 
measured only 460 feet, which is to in- 
sinuate that today’s bunt would have 
gone 100 feet past the centre field 
seats in the New York park . 

However that may be, Ruth’s smash 
this afternoon gave the local inhabi- 
tants something to talk about in front 
of the family hearth. It was the high 
lights of a victory that kept the Yan- 
kees pounding along right on the heels 
of Speaker’s Indians, who saved them- 
selves from falling out of first place 
by slipping @ close victory over on the 
unsuspecting Senators. The Yanks are 
still one game from the top and are 
certain to march into Cleveland on 
Wednesday within easy striking distance 
of the Redskins.

Brooklyn Southpaw, Back in 
Fold, Is Batted From Box and 
Loses 8-1 Verdict. 


Dutch Ruether, Brooklyn southpaw, 
went to the pitching peak at Ebbets 
Field yesterday™to establish his right 
to a place on Squire Ebbets’s payroll. 
Several days ago Dutch became sepa- 
rated from this important essential in 
the battle against the high cost of liv- 
ing, and he was informed then that his 
name would again grace the Hst when 
he proved himself in pitching trim. 

A jury of two considered the merits of 
Dutch’s argument as he pleaded his case 
on the pitching mound. Sitting on the 
high stool at the back of the lower stand 
was the curly-locked squire himself, who 
certainly had no prejudice against the 
boxman. The boss of the Robins admit- 
ted that he much preferred a pitcher in 


winning form than a suspended athlete 
who was not helping the club. The other 
half of the Jury consisted of Manager 
Wilbert Robinson, who gazed carefully 
from the bench at everything Ruether 
tossed up to the Chicago hitters. Like 
Boss Ebbets, Robbie was pulling for 
Ruether to win his case, as the Robins 
are none too strong in pitching material 
just now. 

Dutch’s pitching was not particularly 
impressive, and the Robins lost the 
ball game, 8 to 1, but there is no cer- 
tainty that the jury returned a verdict 
against Ruether’s return to the payroll. 
Up to a late hour last night the jurors 
had not filed in to make an official re- 
port on the southpaw, but rumors were 
current that he would get a favorable 
verdict on the grounds of real effort, 
with a recommendation that he walk 
the chalkline in the future. 


Ruether Lasts Five Innings. 


Ruether was not among those present 
when the Chicago walkover drew to its 
sad finish for the Brooklyn fans. He 
toiled for five innings, and, while his 
hit allowance was not especially large, 


his poor control mage the Cubs’ hits 
valuable to the extent of six runs. Rue- 
ther took his turn at bat in the home 
half of the fifth, and then was notk 
fied by Uncle Robbie that another left 
arm would wave for dear old Flatbush 
during the remainder of the game. Clar- 
ence Mitchell, who has stuck closer to 
the narrow path, and also to the pay- 
roll, than Ruether has, waved the arm 
which Robbie referred to, but it was 
hardly to the advantage of Flatbush. 
Mitchell was hit more frequently than 
was his predecessor, but his better con- 
trol kept down the Chicago scoring to 
an additional two runs. 

It was a big day for the Royal Knock- 
ers of Flatbush. No other team in the 
major leagues is subject to treatment 
which the Robins draw whenever they 
happen to have a poor day, and yes- 
terday was certainly poor. -Hence, the 
element that must abuse the home club 
when it has no opportunity to ridicule 
the visiting aggregation went after 
Uncle Robbie’s men with vigor. They 
played no favorites while adding fur- 
ther proof to the oft expressed state- 
ment that Brooklyn fans can out-jeer, 
out-hoot and out-ridicule any baseball 
crowd along the major league trail. 

The main trouble with the Robins was 
not so much their ineffective flinging, 
but the fancy pitching of Elmer Ponder, 
who decorated the hill for the Cubs. 
The former Pirate was so effective with 
runners on bases that it required a 
mixture of two misplays to help along 
the lone run scored by the home team. 
Ponder seemed easy to hit when the 
bases were empty or almost empty, but 
once a runner bobbed up within scor- 
ing distance Ponder's speed was daz- 
zling to the Brooklyn hitters. He was 
reached for eleven safe hits, one less 
than the Cubs collected off the Brooklyn 
southpaws, but the blows off Ponder 
were so far apart that they were as 
useless as Sumnmier furs. Furthermore, 
the ball was not lively enough to make 
any of the Brooklyn hits good for more 
than one base. 


Barber Smashes Homer. 


.The hitting of Terry and a home run 
drive by Barber with two runners 
aboard made the going easy for the 
Cubs. Terry helped along the first Chi- 
cago run with a sacrifice. and batted 
in the next two with healthy doubles 


long enough to chase Hollocher all the 
way home from first base. The Chicago 
second baseman also weighed in with a 
single, which advanced another runner 
but did not help in the scoring. Bar- 
ber’s home run was notsof the over- 
the-wall variety, but a resounding 
smack down the alley between right and 
centre field which called for top speed 
by the hitter on his trip from plate to 
plate. 

Wildness by Ruether gave the Cubs 
their first two runs and also accounted 
for another in the fifth when four 
nfarkers earned Dutch a vacation. 
Flack and Hollocher drew passes in the 
first inning, Terry sacrificed and then 
a pass _to Grimes filled the runway. 
While Barber was forcing Grimes at 
second, Flack carried home a run. 

In the third inning Hollocher collected 
another walk, and Terry’s double to left 
field sent him all the way around. 
Brooklyn’s lone run was scored in the 
same inning on Olson’s scratch hit, on 
which Deal made a marvelous stop and 
then a poor throw, which sent the run- 
ner to second, Johnston's single and 
Griffith’s grounder, which was fumbled 
by Terry. 

Hollocher’s single with one down in the 
fifth started Ruether’s swan song. 
Again Terry doubled, this time to right 
centre, and Hollocher scored all the way 
from first base. Grimes was hit with a 
nitched ball, and he scored between 
Terry and Barber when the last named 
lined between Myers and Griffith for 
a home run. 


Another Run for Cubs. 


Mitchell started well in the sixth, get- 
ting the first two men in order, though 
a great stop by Kilduff made the first 
out possible... Then came Flack’s single, 
his steal and another single by Hol- 
locher, which sent in the run. Terry 
also got a hit in this frame, but it was 
wasted. 

A fast double play halted the Cubs in 
the seventh after they opened with two 
ceratch hits, which cost the home team 
nothing but some abuse from the rabid 
element. In the ninth Kelleher opened 
with a single to right, and Barber sac- 
rificed, probably because the scoreboard 
showed eight-run innings for the Giants 
and Braves, and a seven-run session for 
the Reds.

Yellow Hand galloped his field dizzy and 
won by eight lengths from Royce Rools, 
with Dr. Joe third, about three lengths 
further’back. 

The result was probably a bitter dis- 


appointment for a large number of visit- 
ors from the Bronx, wno had gone to 
the course for the explicit purpose of 
supporting Royce Rools. This veteran 
racer is now at the top of his form and 
a few days ago had a walkover, when 
Sam Hildreth refused to let Mad Hatter 
and Thunderclap try conclusions with 
him on a muddy track. This gave Royce 
tools considerable prestige in the Bronx 
among the many followers of his owner. 

As a result, Royce Rools was heavily 
backed to win the nandicap. Yellow 
Hand had an impost of 122 pounds and 
Royce Rools had but 109 pounds to 
carry. This helped to convince the 
backers of the Bronx favorite that their 
horse could win. Yellow Hand, which 
should have been a legitimate odds-on 
choice, was quoted at odds of 6 to 5. 
There was also strong support for Dr.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


With everybody 
agreed on the neces- 
sity, now and for 
some years to come, 
of greater and more 
intelligent restrictions on immigration 
than this country has had in the past, 
and nearly unanimous in condemnation 
of the present ‘‘ quota’? system, as 
combining the minimum of effectiveness 
and the maximum of hardship and in- 
convenience, the plan devised by the 
House Committee on Immigration will 
be examined hopefully as being at least 
a change. To say that no change could 
be for the worse would be unsafe, but 
the fundamental principle of the bill in- 
troduced by the committee’s Chairman, 
Representative ALBERT JOHNSON of 
Washington, is a sensible one. 

This is that the would-be additions to 
our population should be examined in 
their home land, or rather at the ports 
of embarkation, instead of after their 
arrival here. The task of doing this is 
to be intrusted to Consular Agents, as- 
sisted by competent inspectors and phy- 
sicians, and only immigrants with pass- 
ports viséd by these agents shall be al- 
lowed to land. That, of course, if well 
done, would be vastly better for the im-

for ourselves as much decreasing the 
troubles and complexities now existing 
in the operation of Ellis Island and the 
other like stations. 

The only objection to the plan that 
foreign Governments could have would 
be that it interfered with getting rid 
of ‘‘ undesirables ’’ by subjecting them 
to examination and rejection where 
evidence in regard to them most easily 
can be secured. That, however, is an 
objection no Government could make, 
and cordial co-operation by the foreign 
authorities could be expected. 


Whether or not the 
plan of the Immigra- 
tion Committee would 
work well as_ this 
country’s permanent 
policy is a question which there would 
be little or no hesitation in answering 
in the affirmative except for one doubt 
vat arises. .Would it be possible to se- 
cure, for the salaries that would be 
paid to these Consular Agents, men 
capable of resisting the constant and 
great temptations to which their hon- 
esty and fidelity would be subjected? 

Endowed with a large discretionary 
power, as they would have to be, and 
as is in fact proposed in the bill, venal- 
ity or incompetence of even a few 
of them would make the system worse 
than farcical. The places would be 
sought eagerly by the very men who 
ought not to have them, while, for the 
men who should, they would not be 
particularly attractive. This difficulty, 
of course, is not an insuperable one, but 
it deserves consideration, and upon the 
extent to which it is overcome will de- 
pend the success or failure of the plan.

That not only abroad 
are problems hard of 
solution created in re- 
spect to immigrants 
has been revealed here 
by the charges and partial confessions 
made last week of graft at Ellis Island. 
There, too, opportunity necessarily ex- 
ists for the exploitation of ignorance, 
and side by side with it is that of evad- 
ing the legal restrictions by corrupting 
those whose duty it is to enforce the re- 
strictions. 

Perhaps there is as much of one form 
of iniquity as of the other, and it is 
possible to hope that the extent of both 
has been exaggerated. 

There is seemingly good authority, 
also, for saying that the greater part, 
and the most ruthless part, of the rob- 
bery of immigrants is done, not by Ellis 
Island officials and attendants, but by 
outsiders who were themselves immi- 
grants only a few years ago. These 
persons win the confidence of the newly 
arriving, for they speak their language 
and know their customs and ways of 
thought. They have just the knowledge 
that the strangers lack, can guide them 
through the confusions of unfamiliar 
scenes, and can tell them what they 
choose about money and employment. 

Their numerous villainies, discovered 
too late, are ascribed to ‘‘ America,’ 
and account for not a little of the dis- 
appointment, discouragement and bit- 
terness against the United States that 
are such obstacles to the work of those 
who undertake the ‘‘ Americanization ’’ 
of our foreigners.

Then, curiously enough, but presum- 
ably because of her lightened load, it 
was found possible to get the steamer 
afloat and she completed the passage 
of the rapids under her own steam. 

Her commander,. Captain Barren, 
very evidently knows his business, and 
has a cool head as well as courage and 
a clear appreciation of his duties and 
responsibilities. But the passengers, 
too, all seem to have behaved com- 
mendably. Some of them must have 
been much alarmed and all not a little 
disquieted, but there was no panic, no 
frantic plunges overboard and no hasty 
launching of the useless lifeboats.

CONFERENCE AND LEAGUE. 


Delicate Questions Must Come Be- 
fore the Senate. 


To the Editor of The New*York Times: 

If ahything of permanent importance 
is to come out of the conference which 
President Harding is preparing to call, 
it must come finally through a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of the Senate 
at Washington. The party of President 
Harding does not command two-thirds 
of the Senate, even nominally, and 
cannot control several of those who 
were elected as Republicans. On any 
matter binding the United States to any 
agreement with fereign powers, the 
number of Republicans not subject to 
control is larger than on anything else. 

If the conference succeeds, then, in 
getting any proposition -into shape 
which promises peace by international 
agreement, it is quite evident. that rati- 
fication must come through the aid of a 
large share of the Democratic vote. 
Now, the Democratic votes which can 
possibly be had for such a program are 
not those of the anti-Wilson and anti- 
League men, such as Reed and Watson, 
but of the Senators who loyally sup- 
ported Wilson and who still believe in 
the League of Nations. 

I.call attention to this for this reason: 
Republican newspapers and individuals 
professing to see a great forward move- 
ment in the proposed conference are al- 
ready making it the occasion for further 
abuse of Wilson and ridicule of the 
League of Nations. Now, if these crit- 
ies have any desire to see the results 
of the Harding conference ratified by 
the Senate, they should cease at once 
and absolutely a, course of irritation 
which, if kept up, is wholly likely 
make ratification an impossibility. 

Harding has associated with Hughes 
and Hoover long enough to know that if 
the conference is to accomplish any- 
thing it must work very closely along 
the lines marked out by the League, in 
very important particulars—and particu- 
lars, too, for which the League has been 
roundly abused by its opponents. The 
task before the President of getting 
anything finally through the Senate will 
be a very difficult and delicate one at 
best; no real friend will make it the 
more so by keeping up the stream of 
ridicule and abuse of an_ element 
through whose aid alone the task can 
be successfully accomplished.

called for the purpose of considering | 
possibilities of disarmament, and for| 
the further purpose of arriving at a 
solution of serious problems in the Pa- 
cific area. The importance of this cable 
is such that it should command the at- 
tention of every thoughtful American. 

Quoting authoritative writers in the! 
Paris press, Mr. James clearly reveals | 
something of the prevailing attitude held 
by France toward Germany. Sensible | 
Americans: endorse the views of those | 
who believe that Germany will never | 
cease her efforts to have revenge on| 
France if it takes a hundred years of | 
steady preparation; that the only safety | 
for France lies in possession of suffi- | 
clent military force to prevent another | 
brutal onslaught, and the keeping of | 
Germany impotent, in a_ military} 
straitjacket, until’ successive genera- | 
tions of Germans realize that unpro- | 
voked war doesn’t pay. If France and | 
3elgium are given guarantees of con- | 
stant and immediate protection by the 
late Allies, it may be safe for France to 
disarm to considerable extent. Other- | 
wise it would be folly. To impute ig- | 
norance of this outstanding fact to the 
President and his advisers would 
childish. 

When a far-reaching 
prise of international scope gets into! 
serious difficulties, its rehabilitation is | 
effected by a small group of strong, ex- 
perienced men. In taking preliminary 
measures toward reorganizing a very 
considerable part of the whole world, 
placing it on its feet, relieving it of 
crushing liabilities, even trying to insure 
it against general upheaval in future, 
common sense dictates that a like plan 
be followed. This, I take it, is why the 
President and the Secretary of State de- 
cided upon the course ‘of preliminary 
action now in evidence. Apparently they | 
are bringing back into full working or- 
der—certainly for a limited time—the 
original League of Nations which pre- 
vented the Hun savages from overrun- 
ning the earth. It is through this 
League, through the action of such tried | 
and powerful board of international di- 
rectors, that the world will be restored 
to better conditions and move forward 
toward cessation of wars, and settle- 
ment of disputes; through a society of | 
nations founded on law and justice de- 
termined to uphold law and maintain 
justice at all hazards. Force still rules 
the world, and always will rule it— 
force of character, force of justice tem- 
pered, when possible, by mercy; force 
of intellect, of honesty; and more than 
anything else, force of high example 
solidly based on Things As They Are. 

In his splendid dream of immediately 
bringing about peace on earth through 
moral suasion and the inculcation of 
lofty ideals, Mr. Wilson failed because 
he did not visualize mankind as a large 
part of it really is—backward, semi- 
barbarous, ignorant and bestially self- 
ish. As far as 1 have been able to 
gather from reports of his utterances 
and actions, Mr. Wilson undertook the 
practical application of a program for 
which the world may be ready a thou- 
sand years hence, but for which it is 
not ready today, as is abundantly 
proved—and this in spite of the fact that 
for about twenty centuries countless mil- 
lions, inspired by exactly thé same mo- 
tives that inspired Mr. Wilson, have 
lived and toiled and died in effort to 
persuade mankind as a whole to put in 
practice the rules of conduct proclaimed 
by the great Teacher of Nazareth, His 
forerunners and His associates. 

In setting about, calmly and methodi- 
cally, to reorganize the world, those at- 
tending the Washington conference will 
undertake the most momentous as well 
as the most colossal task in all history 
—a task to which the framing of the 
Versailles Treaty of Peace with Germany 
was a mere preliminary. That marked 
the cessation of hostilities for the time 
being. The stupendous effort to be 
undertaken at the Washington confer- 
ence will be formulation of methods 
whereby another world war can be pre- 
vented for all time to come, and whereby 
disputes leading to wars on smaller scale 
may be settled before hostilities occur. 
This effort cannot be consummated 
in a hurry. Infinite patience, and wis- 
dom well-nigh infinite, will be needed if 
success is achieved. There are not a few 
Amerieans who reverently hope that-the 
same Providence which in times past 
gave our country Washington and Lin- 
coln once more has placed at the head 


of our beloved nation a group of men 
who can be trusted to do all that is 
humanly possible in this supreme crisis

CONFESSIONS ARE BARRED 


Courtroom Looks Like Bleachers 
With Collarless Fans Sweltering in 
Heat and Boys Watching in Awe. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—The baseball trial 
@wung into full speed today with the 
first testimony presented by the State 
against the seven Chicago White Sox 
players and others charged with conspir- 
ing to throw the 1919 world series. Many 
legal arguments and altercations arose, 
which at times approached so close to 
physical combats that the excitement 
made the courtroom wilder in appear- 
ance than the bleachers after a home 
run with the bases full. 

At the end of the day the State an- 
mounced that late tomorrow it probably 
would bring forth its star pinch hitter 
fm the hope of clinching the battle, send- 
ing Bill Burns, the alleged accomplice 
and State’s witness, to the stand to tell 
his first hand story of the alleged con- 
spiracy. At the same time it was of- 
ficially announced that in return for 
his evidence the State would  nolle 
prosse the indictment voted against him 
with the other defendants. 

Preceding Burns, several witnesses, 
whose testimony is comparatively 
minor importance, will probably be 

led. Among these may be Harry 
rabiner, Secretary of the Chicago 
American League Club, and Ban John- 
gon, President or the American League. 
These two men are expected to give 
chnical testimony concerning the abil- 
ty of the accused players, and the pos- 
sibility of a baseball game being thrown.

Wrote to Chancellor of Exchequer

Was a Prime Peace Necessity.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—In a letter 
to David Lloyd George, the British 
Prime Minister, written in October, 1920, 
ex-President Wilson, discussing the 
British’ proposal to cancel all the allied 
indebtedness, flatly refused to consider 
such a proposal, and further informed 
Mr. Lloyd George that ‘‘ unless arrange- 
ments are completed for funding such 
loans and in that connection for the de- 
ferring of interest,’’ a situation which 
Mr. Wilson described as a “‘ 
misunderstanding ’’ might 
the United States. ° 

A part of the Wilson letter, the text 
of which was disclosed to the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations several*months 
ago, was inserted in the Congressional 
Record today by Senator Lodge. The 
letter was produced at an executive 
session of the committee by ex-Secre- 
tary of the Tre&sury Houston, who 


stated that it was written to the British 
Premier early in October, 1920. The let- 
ter, it was stated, has not hitherto been 
made public. 

Parts of a letter written to Austen 
Chamberlain, then the British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, also were placed 
in the Record by Senator Lodge. The 
Houston letter, which was dated March 
1, 19230, was as affirmative as that of 
Mr. Wilson’s in refusing to consider the 
cancellation proposals.

Mr. Wilson’s Letter. 


That part of the Wilson letter to Mr. 
Lloyd George, which was made public 
today, reads: 

‘It is desirable that our position be 
clearly understood in order to avoid 
any further delay in the conservative 
settlement of reparations which arises 


from the hope that the debts of this Gov- 
ernment can form a part of such settle- 
ment: The Secretary of the Treasury 
is by United States law to arrange for 
the conversion of the demand obligation 
of the British Government into its obli- 
gations having a fixed date of maturity, 
jin accord with the agreement of the 
British Government to make such ex- 
change on demand contained in its ex- 
isting obligations. 

‘No power has been given by Con- 
gress to any one to exchange, remit, or 
cancel any part of the indebtedness of 
the allied Governments to the United 
States. * * * It is highly improbable 
that elther the Congress or popular 
opinion in this country will ever permit 
@ cancellation of any part of the debt 
of the allied Governments as an induce- 
ment toward a practical settlement of 
the reparation claim. 

““ You will recall that suggestions look 
{ng to the cancellation or exchange o 
the incebtedness of Great Britain to the 
United States were made to me when I 
was in Paris. Like suggestions were 
afain made by the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the early part of the pres- 
ent year. The United States, by its duly 
authorized representatives, has promptly 
ant clearly stated 1ts unwillingness to 
accept such suggestions each time they 
have been made, and has pointed out in 
detail the considerations which caused 
its decisions. 

“The view of the United States has 
not changed, and it is not prepared to 
consent to the remission of any part of 
the debt of Great Britain to the United 
States. Any-arrangements the British 
Government may make with regard to 
the debt owed to it by France, or by 
the other allied governments, should be 
made in the light of the position now 
and lLeretofors taken by the United 
States, and the United States, in making 
any arrangements with other allied gov- 
the United States (and none are. now 
debtedness and the postponement of pay- 
ment of interest) will do so with the 
confident expectation of the payment in 
aué course of the debt owed the United 
States by Great Britain. 

“It is felt that the funding of these 
demand obligations of the British Gov- 
ernment will do more to strengthen the 
friendly relations between America and 
Great Britain than would any other 
course of dealing with the same.

She seeks the company of 
sympathetic women consolers, each one 
of whom in turn confides the secret in 
ithe ordinary course of the customary 
jrun of neighborly calls. 

‘“A second characteristic of jealous 
morbidity in a woman is the demand for 
|}extreme and exaggerated attention 
from her husband. This symptom some- 
times amounts to a well-defined manta. 

She attempts to exercise control over 
his every movement and turn it to some 
| account for herself.’’

LONDON, July 18.—John B. Kelley of 
New York has arrived in Cowes after a 
remarkable voyage across the Atlantic 
in his small schooner rigged yacht, the 
Diablesse. The Diablesse is of 21 tons 
displacement and a trifle longer than 
the Typhoon, a 15-ton ketch in which 
Washburn Nutting, another American, 
made a similar voyage to Cowes last 
year. 

While the Typhoon sailed 2,500 miles, 
the Diablesse accomplished a non-stop 
run of about 4,000 miles in thirty-three 
days. Her motor was made use of for 
only four days.

Canada Faces ‘Annexation,’ Says 
Canon Scott, in Yielding River 
—He Cites Panama Canal.

OTTAWA, July 18.--That the United 
States ‘ will ultimately annex "’ Canada 
if the Lawrence project 
completed is the fear expressed by the 
Rev. Canon Scott, a prominent Quebec 
citizen. Canadians, hewever, ‘are not 
worrying over any such hint. 

“ Internationalizing the St. Lawrence,” 
said Canon Scott, ‘‘would be equiva- 
lent to moving the United States boun- 
;dray line north to the St. Lawrence, 
and Canada might find herself in a 
hopeless national position at any time. 

‘The St. Lawrence,’’ he said, “ is 
a great Canadian asset. It is also an 
imperial asset, and must be wholly un- 
der control. , 

‘At some future time the empire 
might be at war with a foreign power 
with which the United States was at 
peace, and it might be necessary for 
us to close the river by mines or in 
other ways. Why, it is the very spinal 
marrow of Canada, and on its shores 
and the shores of its tributaries lie the 
cities or villages of a large part of 
Quebec and Ontario.

Lawrence would cut us off, both really 
and sentimentally, from the lower prov- 
inces.

Olmsted, who was the only witness 
heard today, “* for breaking its contracts 
and halting or suspending the operation 
of mines for weeks at a time without 
just reason or excuse has become no- 
torious in the history of industry.”’ 

Operators in the Mingo region, the 
committee was told, also oppose ®he 
miners’ union ‘‘ because of the con- 
spiracy entered into between that or- 
ganization and the operators of four 
competitive States—Indiana, Lilinois, 
Ohio and Western Pennsylvania— 
wherein it was proposed that the output 
from. this State (West Virginia) should 
not be permitted to grow but should be 
suppressed, by means of unionizing, in 
order that the market might be re- 
tained bythe competitors of the four 
States."’ :

FRENCH HEAT WAVE BROKEN 


Steady Rain Reported in the Capital 
and Various French Cities.

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Mexico Cuts Prices 
Used in Oil Taxes 


MEXICO CITY, July 18.—A virtual 
reduction of 10 per cent. in the price 
bases on which taxes on crude 
petroleum and its derivatives are 
collected was contained in Circular 
107, issued today by the Petro- 
leum Bureau. The reduction refers 
to the prices fixed by Circular 96, 
issued last May, and, according to 
representatives of oil companies 
here, it is not concerned with Presi- 
dent Obregon's recent decree in- 
creasing export taxes on oil. 

El Democrata, which published the 
circular, asserted that the reduction 
was made by the Government ‘‘in a 
spirit of equity, and in view of the 
depression of the oil market.’’ 

According to figures obtained from 
local oil men, “the price on crude 
petroleum has been reduced from ap- 
proximately 5 pesos 6 centavos per 
cubic meter to 4 pesos 73 centavos. 
Oil men, in admitting that the new 
circular provides for a _ reduction, 
pointed out today that this reduction 
was insignificant when compared to 
the export taxes which are still be- 
ing exacted under the Presidential 
decree.

by Syndicate. 


MOST OF THE ISSUE RESOLD 


New York Bankers the Highest 
Among 43 Bidders—Other Pub- 
llc Bonds Offered. 


For the first time in the history of the 
city of Philadelphia its bonds yesterday 
sold above the 5 per cent. figure, the 
highest figure any previous issue has 
ever yielded being 4.90 per cent. A 
banking syndicate, composed of the Na-

CUTS FREIGHT RATES 


Reduction of 20 Per Cent. Follows 
the Establishing of Minimum 
Wage of $6 a Day. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 18.—The De- 
troit, Toledo and Toronto Railroad, con- 
trolled by Henry Ford, Detroit automo- 
bile manufacturer, filed today with the 
Ohio State Utilities Commission a new 
schedule of freight rates providing for 
a 20 cent. reduction from the pres- 
ent rates between points on the line. 

The new schedule is to become effective 
Aug. 20. The joint connecting rates are 
not affected by the new schedule, the 
present rate for eee te originating on 
the Detroit, Toledo and Ironton, but des- 
tined to some nennt on a conr necting line 
remaining the same. The new schedule 
for local point shipment, however, ap- 
plies to all points throughout the sys- 
tem from Ironton, Ohio, on the Ohio 
River, to Dearborn, Mich. 

This is the first Ohio railroad, and be- 
lieved to be one of the first in the coun- 
try to announce a voluntary reduction in 
freight rates. 

The announcement was received with 
interest in view of the fact that on July 
1 Mr. Ford established a minimum wage 
of $6 a day on the road and also 
abolished . all Sunday . trains, except

WAGES HIGH IN NORWAY. 


Commérce Chamber Calls European 
Cheap Labor a Bugaboo. 


European cheap labor is a bugaboo, 
created for propaganda in favor of a 
higher tariff here, the Norwegian- 
American Chamber of Commerce says. 
It goes on to assert that labor costs in 
Norway have risen 295 per cent. since 
1914 and that hours have decreased 14.3 
per cent. 

‘““*Cheap European labor,’’’ says an 
announcement from the Chamber of 
Commerce, ‘‘ has been emphasized as a 
reason why a protective tariff ought to 
be enacted and passed at once. In using 
this argument to bring pressure upon 
Congress the interests in question have 
treated every European country as 
though it had nothing but pauper labor 
and, therefore, stood ready to drive 
American manufacturers and producers 
out of business by underselling- them in 
their own domestic market. 

‘*‘In our opinion such fears have no 
On the contrary, most 
European countries have very high la- 
In fact, some of them have 
labor costs that are equal if not greater 
than those of the manufacturers and

matter of fact, wages in Norway were 
high even before the war.

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FIND FIVE INDICTMENTS 
IN INCOME TAX FRAUDS 


Federal Jury Holds Washington 
Lawyer and Bureau Workers 
on Conspiracy Charges. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The Federal 
Grand Jury today concluded the first 
phase Of a closely guarded investigation 
into alleged frauds in the Income Tax 
Bureau of the Treasury Department by 
returning indictments charging Hugh B. 
Sorrells, section unit auditor of the trad- 
ing section of the bureau, and George 
W. Sutton, a Washington lawyer and 
expert on tax matters, with conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. 

The Grand Jury also indicted Harry C. 
Weston, former chief of the personal 
service section of the bureau, and 
George E. Dombhart and Charles Bonde- 
£0n, employes of the bureau, for con- 
spiracy to defraud the Government. 

Dombhart and Bondeson were sepa- 
rately indicted for the alleged bribery 
of a Government official. 

The indictment against Sorrells alleges 


that he conspired with Sutton, the law- 
yer, to furnish him with the names of 
firms who had paiu excess tuxes so that 
Sutton could solicit their business and 
get a commission for securing rebates 
trom the Government. In this effort the 
lawyer is declared to have visited Wag- 
ner Brothers, canners, of Baltimore, Md., 
after, it is alleged, he had received in- 
formation from Sorrells. It is charged 
tnat he gecured the canning concern as 
a client and, as further alleged, got a 
rebate from the Government for them. 
Dombhart and Bondeson, who quit the 
Government service in the Fall of 1919,

Islanders, Happy Under American 
Rule, Vote Down a Separatist

BAYBAY; P. 1., July 18.—The Wood- 
Forbes mission to the Philippine Islands 
has found the happiest people in the 
world. They live in Bohel Island, in 
the Southern Philippines group, and 
they were so delighted to see the Ameri- 
cans that they decorated their homes 
along a hundred miles of coast and 
highway. Every one was dressed in his 
best in honor of the distinguished Amer- 
icans. 

Bohel contains 350,000 inhabitants. It 
mountainous island cut off from 
the rest of the world by a barrier of 
j; reefs and shoals. The people are con- 
tented with their lot. In the uplands 
the soil is rich, and there is a more 
equable climate than in most regions 
here. Along the sea immense cocoanut 
groves and fields are found. The 
people grow tobacco and make their 
own wine. 

America has given the people of the 
island schools and roads which are 
as those found in advanced com- 
munities in the United States. In other 
parts of the islands a group of poli- 
| ticians profess to speak for the people 
in asking for independence, but General 
Wood’s investigation here has developed 
that the do not want it despite 
resolutions and orations to the contrary. 

What happened in one small town is a 
good example of the situation here. 
About two months ago, when the people 
first heard that the mission was coming, 
they held a meeting and after a debate 
voted unanimously against presenting 
an independence resolution. Yet at a 
meeting yesterday a resolution asking 
for independence was presented to Colo- 
nel McCoy. The man who had written 
| it was found to be a right-hand man 
of Manuel Quezon. Many of the people
